The Town of Vulcan has adequate fire protection with one fire 
pumper but Fire Underwriters’ regulations prohibit it going out of town 
and thus leaving town property unprotected. 


A fire pumper for rural protection with minimum of equipment to 
meet Fire Commissioners’ office regulations costs from $7,500 to $18,000. 
Fortunately the Town of Vulcan already has all the equipment except a 
truck, a 500 gallons per minute pump (estimated cost $1,500), and tank. 
The Town has assured us that this equipment would be available and that 
they would be prepared to man it and garage it, in return for occasional 
use as a second pumper at a town fire. This would leave us with an ex¬ 
penditure estimated in the neighborhood of $5,000. 


Approximately 300 farmers could be served in this district. If 100 
join up, cost would be approximately $50.00 or if 200 join, cost to each 
would be $25.00. We feel that a minimum of 100 would be required but 
even at that figure the cost would be less than one hand fire extinguisher. 
Nofl-members would be charged $150.00 plus mileage for each fire call.

Safe Driving Week 

The RCM Police request the co-operation and as¬ 
sistance of all citizens during Safe-Driving Week — 
Dec. 1st to Dec. 7th, 1960 inclusive. They appeal to 
those apathetic motorists and pedestrians who refuse 
to heed the advice and pleas for safe-driving and safe¬ 
walking or to believe that such advice is directed to¬ 
wards them. These persons can and do majke mistakes 
which result in traffic deaths and injurijfes.\ 

From Jan. 1st to Sept. 30th, 1960 in the Alberta 
areas policed by the RCM Police 147 fatal accidents 
occurred with 180 persons being killed. Of these ac¬ 
cidents 72 or 50% involved only one vehicle and all of 
these accidents were preventable. There are still far 
too many single car accidents caused by inattentive 
driving, poor driving habits and too much speed for 
road conditions and the curves. The number of rear 
end collisions is growing, which again is caused by 
inattention on the part of the drivers. 

Fifteen pedestrians were killed in this period, 
which is an increase from the total figure for 1959 
of 12 pedestrians killed, showing an appreciable in¬ 
crease in this type of death in the first nine months 
of 1960. Eighty-seven of the accidents occurred in the 
daylight hours with 60 occuring in the dark hours. As 
the dark winter months are now with us it is expected 
that the percentage of accidents by night will increase. 
Five persons were killed while operating tractors on 
the highway. Tractor operators must appreciate that 
the tractor is a dangerous vehicle to operate on the 
highways, particularly at night. 

All drivers are requested to check their lighting 
and other equipment regularly. Make it a habit. 

Police enforcement activities will be increased in 
this Safe-Driving Week and all citizens could assist 
by having an accident free week.
